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Worldwide Healthcare had developed a foamable alcohol composition comprising 
alcohol in a concentration higher than 60% by volume, a fluorosurfactant, water and 
other components. 

a. More specifically, Deb developed two formulations of foamable alcohol 
compositions comprising alcohol (both containing ethanol and n-propanol) in a 
concentration higher than 60% by volume, a fluorosurfactant, water and other 
components. The internal designations for these products were AF286 and AF287, and 
they differed in the amount of n-propanol. 

b. In November 2004 and thereafter, Deb made sales of the AF286 product 
in the United States. The AF286 product contained denatured alcohol (ethanol), water, 
propyl alcohol, glycerin, DEA-C8-18 perfluoroalkylethyl phosphate, butylene glycol, 
cocoglucoside, and glyceryl oleate. 

2. Items of non-patent literature are listed on the enclosed Form PTO 
SB/08A. Among those items is a Communication in German from the European Patent 
Office for European Application No. 05825981 .3 dated October 26, 201 1 . The 
relevance of the Communication is that it is for a counterpart foreign application of US 
Application 12/624,073, which is assigned to Deb IP Limited. A translation of the 
Communication is provided. The present application is assigned to Deb Worldwide 
Healthcare Inc., which is related to Deb IP Limited. A translation of the communication 
is enclosed. All of the references in the Communication were previously cited in 
Information Disclosure Statements submitted for the present application. 

Also enclosed is a translation of the International Preliminary Report on 
Patentability from International Application No. PCT/EP2005/013742, which is also a 
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counterpart to US Application 12/624,073. It cites the same five references as the 
Communication from the European Patent Office.
